BERGER'S 


BAND. 


It was the old Austrian man-of-war 


Dcnau that witnessed tbe birth of th« 
Hawaiian band and the new Austrian 
training ship of the same name which 
may be In at Its death. The band is 
threatened now by some of the country 
members of the Legislature, who don't 
want to vote $42,324 to pay Kappelmels- 
ter Berger and his musicians. They say 
the other Islands get no benefit from 
the bai.d and they don't want to support 
It for the pleasure of Honolulu alone.

"The 
inception of the band came," said 


he, "when the o.d Austrian warship Do- 
nau came Into tne puit of Honolulu dis- 
abled, lhat wan in the year 1869. She 
was here three or four months and the 
s,h:p's band often came ashore to play 
foi the King and the populace. Honolu- 
lu wanted a band of Its own. A musi- 
cian named Northcote. from a. traveling 
theatrical company which came to Ho- 
nolulu was engaged to organize a band 
from amongst the natives. He did not 
remain here long. He was succeeded by 
an American named Medina, but Medi- 
na's career was abort, too. Then a re- 
quest during the reign of Kamehameha 
IV., was sent to the Prussian Minister 
of War to send a past bandmaster of the 
Prussian army. In consequence of that 
call, I was sent by the Prussian Govern- 
ment, arrived here on June 2, 1872, and 
have been at the head of the band ever 
since. The first official function at which 
I played was on June 11. 1872—Kameha- 
meha Day. That same year the King 
died and was succeeded by Lunalllo. One 
of the first things Lunalllo did was to 
make a tour of the Islands, and he took 
the band along with him. We were 
away for over a month. The band be- 
came the rage, and during the reign of 
Kalakaua the various Legislatures ap- 
propriated plenty of money for its main- 
tenance. Outside of salaries and inci- 
dentals, traveling expenses were allowed 
us We had $2,200 a month, and now re- 
ceive only $1,600 a month and no travel- 
Ing expenses. 
"King Kalakaua gave the band much 
attention and favored the instruction of 
the native musicians on every occasion. 
Lllluokalanl continued this policy. It Is 
essentially a band for the natives, com- 
posed mainly of Hawalians, and as the 
Territorial Legislature Is now constitut- 
ed, I should think they would be glad 
to favor its continuance. It Is their pow- 
er to have the band play on the other 
Islands. If they want the band, let them 
pass the appropriation bill which In- 
cludes sufficient money to carry the band 
around the Islands three times a year. 
"There are at present playing in the 
band Hawalians who received my first 
Instructions. One has been In the band 
longer than I have. The band has be- 
ccme a part of their existence, and, I be- 
lieve, even of that of all the kamaalnas, 
and should it become pau I feel certain 
that the entire Territory would regret the 
action."

HE FEATURE in the stock market during the past week was the sud- 
' den drop In Waialua shares. Immediately following the meeting which was 


held on February 28, at which time the authorization for the Issuance of

Representative William Hoogs Intro- 
duced in' the House yesterday a bill, as 
follows: -

An Act to Prevent the Employment of 
Minors in Places Where. Intoxicating 
Liquors Are Sold and to Prevent Mi- 
nors From Visiting Such Places. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature o'f the 
Territory of Hawaii: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
keeper or proprietor of 'any place where 
intoxicating or spirituous liquors are 
.•old or dispensed, to employ In or about 
•aid place anfr minor. 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
keeper or proprietor of any place where 
intoxicating- liquors are sold or dispens- 
ed to - permit any minor to visit or re- 
main in the room where said liquors are 
Mold, kept for sale, or dispensed. 
Sec. 3. Any person who shall violate 
or fail to observe any of the provisions 
"of this Act shall be .guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not less than $25 nor more than 
$100, and the license of said person shall 
be forfeited and revoked. 
Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect from 
and after the date of its publication.

HAT the 13th day of the proceed-

"1. That in place of the words thirty 
thousand dollars in line 2 of section 1 
of said bill, insert the words twenty- 
five thousand dollars, so that the sec- 
tion will read as follows: 
"Section 1—There*is hereby appro- 
priated from .the public treasury $25,000 
aa an emergency fund for .the purpose 
of repairing the damages to roads, 
bridges .and public works done by the 
late storm of February, 1901. 
"2. That in line 3 of section 2 of said 
bill, insert after the words 'deem nec- 
essary for the purpose mentioned,' a 
list of the apportionment of»the -said 
OlBU 
wfll 
$25,000, so that the section wfll read: 
-. "Section 2—The Superintendent of 
Public Works shall have the control of 
said fund, and shall expend such part 
of same as he shall deem necessary 
for the purpose mentioned, as follows:

$2,500; North Kohala, $1,000; other dis- 
tricts, Hawaii, $2,000. Total, 48,000.

"Kauai, $4,000.

"Subject to all districts outside of 
Honolulu; a grand total of $25,000." 
Dickey moved the report of the com- 
mittee be made the special order of 
the day.

W. O. Smith, as chairman of the sub-

Colonel J. H. Fisher, Chairman Char- 


ter Committee, 
Sir: The undersigned members of the 
sub-committee appointed to prepare a 
draft of charter, or act of Incorporation, 
for the City and County of Honolulu, 
respectfully present their report. 


After thplr appointment, on the 20th of 
December last, the iommlttfee proceeded 
to consider plans for a municipal govern- 
ment which in their opinion would be 
anlted to existing conditions, and to map 
out the work. The facts that there were 
no special statutes of the Territory gov- 
erning the establishment of such organi- 
sations; and no such governments had 
heretofore been created in these Islands; 
and the conditions were unique, present- 
ed features which in some respects added 
to the difficulties of the case. 
After a discussion of the provisions 


•which -were deemed of chief importance, 
the committee engaged G. A. Davis, Esq., 
a member of the committee, to prepare 
a draft of the proposed Act; and T. Mc- 
Cants Stewart, Esq, another member, on 
'his own behalf also prepared a draft 
Both of these drafts were before the 


committee, and from them the draft now 
submitted'to the General Committee has 
been prepared, and we herewith present 
the same for consideration. 
The drafts prepared by both of these 


gentlemen followed the same general 
plan In most particulars, but different in torne> 
detail 
The draft p-<=p.ired by Mr Stew- lows:

the members of the charter committee 
and also the executive committee of 
the Republican party.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23.—So far 
as can be ascertained from obtainable 
data, 128 lives "were lost In tbe wreck 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Compa- 
ny's steamer Rio de Janeiro. 
Some 
fishermen early this morning found*a 
packet containing the papers of Purser 
Rooney. Among them was the passen- 
ger list d.nd a bunch of cancelled'tick- 
ets, and as there were names on tbe 
list whose cancelled passenger tickets 
did not appear among those recovered, 
it Is- assumed that they la^d over either 
at Yokohama, Kobe or Honolulu. That 
they were not on the ves.sel at the time 
she went down is certain. 
Surveyor of the Port Spear has estab- 
lished a patrol along Baker's Beach, 
and along the bay shore inside of Fort 
Point. Thus far his men have picked 
up four mail bags, one of/these wash- 
Ing near Baker's beach, and the other 
near the Fort Point life saving station. 
The surveyor has given orders that all 
fishing boats must report at the cus- 
toms barge office. All bodies brought 
in by them, and all wreckage and flot- 
sam picked up by the fishermen must 
'be accounted for at the barge office. 
In this way it is thought mat looting 
of mall bags and trunks may be stop- 
ped. 
Among other 
effects picked up by 
fishermen was the box containing Cap- 
tain Ward's papers. 
The investigation into the loss of tbe 
steamer will probably be held next 
week. 
Graham Coghlan, the senior surviv- 
ing officer of tbe ill-fated vessel, called 
on Captain Bolles .this morning to re- 
port and he was Instructed to make 
a statement Monday morning. 
The inspectors are in a peculiar posi- 
tion in the matter, Captain Ward, the 
man held responsible for the naviga- 
tion of the steamer, ip dead, and the 
investigation of Pilot Jordan will .be 
under the direction of the State Phot 
Commissioners.

It was 
necessary, of course, for her to travel 
at reduced speed and she was a very 
Icng time on the short Journey from 
Kehulul to Hilo, bfct she was as steady 
in the water as a rock and dug through 
the huge waves, notwithstanding their 
heavy blows, as unconcernedly as If 
they were nothing more than baby 
white caps. But what she boasted In 
steadiness and indifference to the wa-" 
ter's pounding she could not claim In 
comfort. The water washed her decks 
from stem to stern and she behaved 
more like a whale-back than anything 
•Ise. 
Wave after wave, more after the pat- 


tern of waves of the stormy Atlantic 
han the "gentle" Pacific, crashed over 
her bows and spread themselves the 
length and breadth of the ship. 


As tons and tons of green seas were 


hurled upon the American's Iron decks 
faster than they could find their way 
back to the deep through the scupper- 
noles, there was almost constantly a 
vast amount of moving, powerful wa- 
ter on the forward deck.

"What will be the definite political 


outcome In China I have no way of tell-1» 
ing but have sanguine hopes that its 
future will not be disrupted by the ex- 
periences ot the past year. From all I 
saw and heard I believe that China is 
going to be opened up to civilizing In- 
fluences. Of that I feel certain. Wheth- 
er or not the Empire will be divided 
amongst the powers, or there Is to be 
reinstatement of better government, I 
do not know. I hope for the latter. 


"I had a very pleasing Impression of 


affairs in Japan. The new japan is a 
great advance on the old. Thqre are 
evils connected 
with the new, of 


course, but they are minor aa compared 
to the 'great Influences now at work for 
good. The liberal laws and the toler- 
ance of all religions has given the Em- 
pire a great impetus, and now the 
Buddhists are rivalling the Christians 
hi works of benevolence in a way they 
have never done before. 
"Christian ideas are permeating the 


community in many ways. The. native 
Christians are gradually obtaining po- 
litical influence. The speaker of the 
House of Representatives is a Chris- 
tian, and though the Christians are 
only a small part of the population, yet 
they are filling official positions rapidly. 


vln fact, in places of trust and power 


they preponderate. The Government Is 
very liberal in its attitude toward 
Christians. It has been decreed thai 
Shinto is not a religion, but merely a 
society for the preservation of antiqui- 
ties and for the honoring of the Mikado, 
or'what he represents. 


"There were many things which took 


me by surprise and one of these was 
the size of the temples, some of which 
were'massive and handsome structures. 
Most everything they have is small; 
there are little steamers, little railroad 
cars in which it is difficult to stand, lit- 
tle carriages—In fact, almost everything 
that is petite. Bigger stones, however, 
than those which I saw in the castle 
walls at Ozaka I have never seen, even 
at Baalbec, Syria. Some of the gigan- 
tic blocks were 45 feet long and 17 feet 
high, and it is a mystery to me how 
these small people ever lifted them into 
position.
